starts making direct payments

Re: Change in method of payment for medical services and supplies furnished to 
recipients of aid to dependent children, blind assistance, disability assistance, and 
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sores 





old age pension on and after January |, 1952. 


Direct payment will be made to phy- 
Sicians, dentists, nurses, druggists, opti- 
cal companies, or any other person or 
medical institution providing — ap- 
proved care, in accordance with the 
Commission’s rules and regulations 
concerning medical assistance, for med- 
ical and related services and supplies 
received by recipients of Aid to De- 
pendent Children, Blind Assistance, 
Disability Assistance, and Old Age 
Pension on and after January 1, 1952. 

This change affects only the pay- 
ment procedure, and makes no changes 
in policy concerning the kind and 
amount of care, or the total amount 
of payment which can be allowed. The 
new plan provides that for services 
given on or after January 1, 1952, you 
will receive payment direct from the 
state of Illinois, rather than from the 
recipient, as in the past. Recipients 
will receive cash allowances for medi- 
cal bills incurred prior to January 1, 
1952, and will be responsible for pay- 
ing you themselves for such bills. 

The direct payment procedure 
makes it necessary for you to submit 
statements in duplicate to the district 


office of the Cook County Department 
of Welfare. The statements should 
show credits of payments made by or 
in behalf of the recipient, so that such 
amounts may be deducted from the 
total approved charges, Statements 
should be submitted monthly, cover- 
ing service to each recipient in a cal- 
endar month, and should reach the 
district office from which the recipient 
receives his assistance by the 10th of 
the following month. You will receive 
a warrant from the State Auditor of 
Public Accounts, covering all the state- 
ments submitted by you and approved 
for payment by the district office ap- 
proximately 5 weeks after the above 
date. With the warrant you will re- 
ceive a list of the patients and the 
amount for each one included in the 
total payment. 

Forms SS-132, Physician’s Statement, 
SS-134, Dentist’s Statement, SS-136, 
Oculist’s Statement, have been revised. 
The revised forms must be used by 
physicians, dentists, and oculists to 
report services rendered on and after 
january 1, 1952. Such services if re-

about foreign publications 


Much has been written concerning 
the benefits and values to be derived 
from reading. In addition, surveys 
have been made to learn what is be- 
ing read. Before one can do any read- 
ing, however, he needs to know what 
there is to read and where to get it. 

The Illinois Dental Journal, with 
its Ninth Annual Book Review Issue, 
introduces to Illinois dentists the 
dental books that have been published 
during the past year. Perhaps the first 
issue of the year is chosen with a 
purpose. Coming at this time it might 
be expected to be the cause of numer- 
ous resolutions to read more during 
1952—to be more of the ‘continuous 
student’ advocated by Black. And, of 
course, it is possible to read a book 
just because it is interesting, and not 
solely in order to add to one’s store of 
current knowledge. Resolutions are of 
little use unless acted upon, and the 
first active step in this case is to ob- 
tain the book. Here, the dentist reader 
is entitled to the services of the Bureau 
of Library and Indexing Service in the 
Central Office of the American Den- 
tal Association, 222 E. Superior Street, 
Chicago 11. The Illinois Dental 
Journal introduces the books to its

readers; the Bureau makes them ac- 
cessible. All of the dental books re- 
viewed in this issue are available on 
loan. 

A postal card bearing a request for 
a book will receive prompt attention. 
If all copies of a book are in circula- 
tion, however, one will be sent as 
soon as it is available. Any of the 
books may also be purchased at list 
price through the Bureau. 


Additional Aids Available 


The dental books listed in this is- 
sue are not the only ones that may be 
purchased or borrowed through the 
Bureau. Lists of books published dur- 
ing the past ten years and of pack- 
age libraries (collections of periodical 
articles on specific subjects) are avail- 
able on request. Approximately 140 
dental journals in English are received 
and may be borrowed. The compan- 
ion to these journals is the Index to 
Dental Literature, an alphabetical 
author and subject listing of dental 
articles that have appeared in English 
language dental journals. It is pub- 
lished quarterly and may be borrowed 
by any member interested in keeping 
up with the latest developments in 
certain fields. 


In addition, a hundred dental jour- 
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nals from practically all foreign coun- 
tries are received. The newest journal 
to be received in this group is from 
Pakistan. ‘There is, therefore, in the 
Association’s library a strong collec- 
tion of current foreign language jour- 
nals that may be borrowed by those 
wishing to inquire into the study of 
dentistry abroad. It is not neces- 
sary to know any of the Scandin- 
avian languages to follow the interest- 
ing work being carried on in Den- 
mark, Finland, Norway, and Sweden. 
The best of their work is translated 
into English for the most part, and 
published in the Acta Odontologica 
Scandinavica. Excellent monographs 
are being issued as supplements to the 
Acta. One that has aroused consider- 
able interest recently is by Gunnar 
Bergstrom “On the Reproduction of 
Dental Articulation by Means of Ar- 
ticulators,” Another excellent study 
in this series of monographs is by 
Kaare Reitan on “Initial Tissue Re- 
action Incident to Orthodontic ‘Tooth 
Movement.” Frequently summaries in 
English are included in other for- 
eign journals. 

The library of the Association owns 
a number of foreign dental books, 
although it has not concentrated par- 
ticularly on obtaining them in lan- 
guages other than English. 


New Foreign Books Listed 


Inasmuch as this is a review issue 
it may be pointed out that a study 
of the book reviews in the foreign 
journals will acquaint the reader with 
what dental books are being published 
abroad.

Welfare Department Payment Change 


The Public Assistance Division of the Department of Welfare has just 
announced a change in the method of payment for dental services (and others) 
furnished to recipients of aid to dependent children, blind assistance, disability 
assistance and old age pension, on and after January 1, 1952. Now, direct 
payment will be made to dentists, physicians, nurses, etc. for providing care 
for these various types of people; previously, payment was made directly to 
the recipient of the services, rather than to the dentist or physician. This former 
method, as might be guessed, was very unsatisfactory. 

For a number of years various agencies, such as the A.D.A. and, in Illinois, 
the state dental society, have been championing this change. The change took 
an act of Congress in Washington, and also enabling legislation at Springfield, 
to put it through. In Illinois the officers for the past several years, including 
State Secretary Paul W. Clopper, John Green, Chairman of the Public Policy 
Committee; L. E, Steward, former chairman, and George E. Thoma, present 
Chairman of the Public Welfare Committee, deserve much credit for paving 
the way for this change. It is extremely gratifying to have this matter satisfac- 
torily terminated. 


Transactions Issue 


In February we will print the complete Transactions of the Illinois State 
Dental Society for 1951 in one issue of the JouRNAL. This is the second 
Transactions to be published in the JouRNAL and circulated to all of the 
members. Previously the Transactions were printed in a special booklet that 
the membership could subscribe to—now every member gets a free copy.

Psychosomatics and Suggestion Therapy 
in Dentistry.

This book touches upon psychology, 
psychosomatics, practice development, 
and the management of patients 
through hypnosis, a large order for a 
small book. The text mentions many 
salient points and organizes them in 
an interesting and readable manner. 

Except for the chapter on hypnosis, 
however, there is little in the book 
that has not been said many times. 
The psychogenic origin of physical ail- 
ments and the mental anguish of pa- 
tients facing dental appointments is 
well established. A laudable purpose 
of the book is to help the dental pro- 
fession to better understand and treat 
these problems. 

While a few case reports are de- 
scribed to support the contentions of 
the author, it would have been desir- 
able to expand the text in this direc- 
tion, particularly because there is so 
much of the subjective involved in the 
diagnosis and evaluations. 

In the chapter on Hypnodontics 
(term adopted by the American Soci- 
ety for the Advancement of Hypno- 
dontics in Dentistry) the author in an 
elementary way discusses the back- 
ground and dynamics of hypnosis, the 
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qualifications for the hypnotist, the 
technics of hypnosis and the indica- 
tions for use in dentistry. The opera- 
tions sound simple. Perhaps its practi- 
cal application to dentistry should be 
given further study. 


New slant 
on broad subject 


Oral Rehabilitation. By Jerome M. 
Schweitzer, B.S., D.D.S. Pp. 
Cloth. Illustrated. St. Louis: The

After spending twenty years assem- 
bling the material for this publication, 
the author has produced a very worth- 
while addition to our dental litera- 
ture, and has gone far beyond what 
the title of the book would infer. 

The assembIng of hundreds of ref- 
erences, photographs and diagrams is a 
colossal task in itself. The references 
are quoted liberally to present all 
sides of any controversy that exists, 
then the author’s own point of view is 
added, so the reader may draw his own 
conclusions. 

This book includes chapters on 
Muscles of Mastication and Anatomy, 
Functional Movements of the Mandi- 
ble, Diseases, etc., also a review of 
Articulation, both of the condylar re- 
lationship and the contacting surfaces 
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of the teeth and their relationship to 
one another. 

For those interested in the correc- 
tion of natural teeth to aid in the 
treatment of periodontia and the elim- 
ination of condylar disturbances, there 
is an extensive chapter, including a 
review of the literature and the meth- 
ods of procedure. 

Dr. Schweitzer’s book is unique, 
there does not seem to be another of 
its kind in dental literature, It is 
neither a clinical nor a_ pathological 
text, but includes both. It explains 
why pathology exists and what should 
be done about it and frequently how 
the clinical work should proceed. 

In the final chapters, there are re- 
ports of cases completed in the auth- 
or’s office, the technic used and a re- 
port on the cases after many years of 
use. 

The author has a pleasing style, 
which makes for easy reading. The 
book is of interest to every branch of 
dentistry and particularly to anyone 
attempting oral rehabilitation.

This book represents the joint effort 
of two experienced men both acquaint- 
ed with the needs of teaching and of 
practicing dentistry. Both authors have 
always shown a deep understanding of 
the value of training students and den- 
tists in the basic sciences as an indis- 
pensable requisite for sound clinical 
work. Almost every page of the book 
is proof for the beneficial effects of 
such ideals and ideas. 

The sequence of the chapters seems 
both logical and well chosen from a 
didactical point of view. The first 
chapter is devoted to a discussion of 
oral and dental hygiene followed by an 
evaluation of the significance of dental 
prophylaxis and the description of its 
technic. The classification of perio- 
dontal diseases is based on the time 
honored procedure of general path- 
ology. The next chapters carry head- 
ings that really do not give full con- 
cepts of their content. Though the 
title is “treatment of gingivitis . . .” 
there is in each of the chapters a full 
discussion of all the local and systemic 
factors that cause or are associated 
with gingivitis, even including diseases 
of the tongue. One chapter each is de- 
voted to periodontis and periodontosis 
and atrophy of the periodontal tissue. 
The next chapters deal with the influ- 
ence of function on teeth and their 
supporting structures and with the 
different types of gingival hyperplasia. 
The last chapter is a complete and 
sound discussion of tooth brushing. 

It should be stressed that the book 
makes for easy reading and that the 
wealth of excellent illustrations en- 
hances its didactic value.

Radiology of the Teeth and Jaws. By

This text is abbreviated but interest- 
ing, as it presents the new point of a 
foreign author in England and depicts 
the level that radiology has reached on 
the continent. The illustrations are 
many and of good quality. Among 
points of interest is the use of the 
fourteen full mouth mount whereas 
the American tendency is to use six- 
teen, eighteen or more views. The 
author mentions the various film hold- 
ers but acknowledges the most satis- 
factory film support is the patient’s 
own finger. One cannot but recognize 
that the post war austerity has also 
hit the professions as the author men- 
tions that bitewing films have not been 
available since the war. Another point 
of interest is that the permanent den- 
tition is identified by Arabic numerals 
and deciduous teeth by the alphabet. 

It was of interest to the reviewer 
that the terminology is very similar 
to that used in our own country in the 
majority of instances. Some of the 
terms used in connection with endo- 
dontia such as “dead teeth,” ‘a lower 
molar killed,” “gum boil” are archaic 
and definite effort has been made to 
eliminate them from our scientific 
vocabulary. 

The chapter in radiography is too 
brief to give the student an adequate 
background that may guide him in 
interpretations and hence the text 
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could hardly be used by students in 
dentistry. The author is fully acquaint- 
ed with his subject and has given us 
a text that will be of value for refer- 
ence in this growing field of dental 
radiology. 

On the whole this is a good con- 
tribution.

The Neuroses. By Walter C. Alvares, 
M.D., Professor of Medicine, Emeri- 
tus, Mayo Foundation, University 
of Minnesota; Emeritus Consultant 
in Medicine, the Mayo Clinic.

More common sense than has been 
seen by the reviewer in any book of 
any size is contained in the text of 
The Neuroses written by Walter C. 
Alvarez, M.D. of the Mayo Clinic. A 
book on nervous disorders by a spe- 
cialist in internal medicine rather than 
by a psychiatrist is something of a 
rarity, however, it is only natural that 
such a man would gain, through the 
years, considerable experience in see- 
ing great numbers of these cases. 
Doctor Alvarez has been doing more 
than seeing them, and he feels that 
there is a need for a book by an “‘in- 
ternist” pointing out to other “intern- 
ists,” general practitioners and, in fact, 
doctors in all branches of medicine 
the way they can better handle these 
people. 


The need for better recognition of 
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the neuroses and mild forms of psy- 
choses which are seen by all doctors is 
brought out forcefully. These indi- 
viduals, constituting a considerable 
number in the population, are, be- 
cause of lack of recognition, being 
grossly mishandled by the men treat- 
ing them. This recognition can only 
be attained by talking with the indi- 
viduals and their families and not by 
the wholesale use of laboratory tests. 
The methods by which this “history 
taking” is done by the author, and 
the various “signs” to look for as indi- 
cations of a poor nervous system or a 
true nervous condition are fully cov- 
ered and are liberally illustrated with 
case facts from his own experiences. 
The types of personalities liable to 
nervous disorders are described, and 
the importance of the inheritance of a 
poor or a good nervous system is 
stressed in this regard. The treatment 
of these individuals is well covered 
with such “common sense” chapter 
headings as “The Tactful Handling of 
the Nervous Patient,” “The Art of 
Convincing A Patient that His Trou- 
bles Are of Nervous Origin” and 
“What Can the Patient Do to Help 
Himself.” 

This book was wrtten primarily for 
the medical man to help him in the 
realization that he needs more infor- 
mation on the neuroses and the func- 
tional troubles he is seeing every day, 
and which he is so inadequately pre- 
pared to treat. There is much material, 
however, which would be invaluable 
to the dentist either directly, as is 
shown in “There is a type of hyper- 
sensitive woman who should be urged 
to keep her teeth as long as she can 
because, when they are extracted, she 
will find it almost impossible to wear 
plates. She will keep going from den- 
tist to dentist getting new plates, but 
she will keep them all in her hand- 
bag,” or indirectly, in the better 
knowledge and better handling of his 


nervous patients. The material is pre- 
sented in such a manner as to make it 
very readable and of value to anyone 
either in or outside the professions.

Since the first edition of 1909, Phar- 
macology and Dental Therapeutcs has 
been an excellent text for dental stu- 
dents and practitioners. Through the 
years the book has been rewritten and . 
revised to keep pace with the latest 
advances in dental pharmacothera- 
peutics. 

This volume, the new tenth edition, 
has been brought up to date with the 
U. S. Pharmacopeia XIV, the National 
Formulary IX, Accepted Dental Rem- 
edies 1949, and New and Nonofficial 
Remedies, 1949. 

Since printing the ninth edition in 
1945, many signficant and notable ad- 
vances have been made in dentistry 
requiring the use of newer drugs, par- 
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ticularly sulfomamides and antibiotics. 
With the advent of new anticeptics, 
detergents, and local anesthetics, the 
authors are justified in rewriting in 
order to rearrange and enlarge the 
book for greater clinical usefulness. 

Although some chapters have been 
rearranged, the tenth edition remains 
divided into two parts, the first deal- 
ing with general pharmacology with 
the drugs classified as to their chief 
sites of action. Part two is devoted to 
dental therapeutics with the drugs 
classified as to their actions. This ar- 
rangement emphasizes oral therapeu- 
tics and promotes an excellent conti- 
nuity. 

This book successfully accomplishes 
its purpose of furnishing the dental 
student with a comprehensive text on 
pharmacology and therapeutics and 
the dental practitioner with compila- 
tion of drugs and treatments essential 
to dental practice.

British x-ray book 
makes fine text

This text book of x-ray diagnosis by 
17 British authors is a comprehensive 
revision of the first edition which was 
published in 1939. A majority of the 
authors are consultant radiologists and 
physicians, and -consequently the ma- 
terial is presented from the viewpoint 
of the medical practitioner. The con- 
tents include the central nervous sys- 
tem, the teeth and jaws, the eye, the 
accessory nasal sinuses, and the ear 
and temporal bone. 

The radiological features of the cra- 
nium, including descriptions and illus- 








trations of anamolies and normal and 
pathological conditions, are empha- 
sized throughout the text. References 
and discussions are made frequently 
to the various radiographic technics 
and equpment, which are used to 
make suitable radiographs of the inti- 
mate and complex structures of the 
skull. 

Part II, comprising 50 pages and 
written by the only contributing den- 
tist, is allotted to the teeth and jaws, 
and describes the anatomic variations 
which are found by means of intra- 
oral and extra-oral radiographs. Dis- 
eases of the teeth and their supporting 
structures are discussed and illustrated. 

Pathological conditions, caused by 
infections of the maxillary sinuses, 
cysts, osteomyelitis and neoplasms are 
included in this chapter. A short de- 
scription is also made of the radio- 
graphic evidence of injuries, disloca- 
tions and diseases of the tempora- 
mandibular joint. 

The subject material for this book 
is welt organized and written in an 
interesting manner. It should be used 
as a reference book by the practicing 
physician and dentist, and is especially 
valuable to the oral surgeon.

The 1951 edition of Current Ther- 
apy is a well presented aggregation of 
over 300 articles covering treatment of 
various diseases and disorders encoun- 
tered in general medical practice. Diag- 
nosis is not the object of this book; 
rather, as the title suggests—it deals 
with the recommended therapy after 
the diagnosis is made. 

As brought out in the Preface—be- 
cause of the rapid strides in modern 
medicine it is imperative to bring to 
the practicing physician, in usable 
form, the knowledge and experience 
of the teacher and research worker. 

Current Therapy 1951 does this in 
its to-the-point discussions. Methods of 
therapy by recognized authorities are 
given in detail. There is no unneces- 
sary use of words which takes so much 
of a busy man’s time. 

The volume is divided into sixteen 
sections, the first thirteen covering in- 
fectious, venereal, allergic, skin and 
blood and spleen diseases; disorders of 
metabolism and nutrition; diseases by 
systems: respiratory, cardio-vascular, 
digestive, endocrine, nervous, locomo- 
tor and urogenital tract. 

Section fourteen is devoted to obstet- 
rical and gynecological conditions; 
section fifteen to diseases due to physi- 
cal and chemical agents. Section six- 
teen gives additional information on 
the drugs mentioned in the volume 
plus tables of metric and apothecaries’ 
system of dosages, and tables for mak- 
ing percentage solutions. 

In these 654 pages can also be found 
instructions for complete care of the 
patient including proper medication, 
indicated dosage, diet, supportive ther- 
apy, surgical treatment and nursing 
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care. 

The “wonder drugs” are very much 
in evidence, but not without caution. 
Where a new drug is suggested, and 
there are reservations concerning it, 
“experience is still very limited” is 
clearly stated. 

The subject of diabetes is discussed 
at greater length, including office 
treatment, diet calculation, insulin 
therapy, regulation of dosage of Pro- 
tamine Zinc, diets employed, hospital 
treatment, etc. 

There were, however, only one or 
two items of specific value to those in 
dental practice,

The first textbook on Operative 
Dentistry by William H. O. McGehee, 
D.D.S., M.D., F.A.C.D., was copyright- 
ed in 1930, about twenty-one years ago. 
In this latest, the third edition, two 
additional authors have come into the 
picture; they are Harry A. True, 
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D.D.S., F.A.C.D., Professor of Opera- 
tive Dentistry, and E. Frank Inskipp, 
B.S., D.D.S., F.A.C.D., Assistant Clini- 
cal Professor of Operative Dentistry, 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
San Francisco. 

The new book has been revised and 
largely rewritten to bring it up to 
date. True and Inskipp have _ reor- 
ganized the technical part of the book 
on cavity preparation, restorations, 
etc. The senior author, McGehee, has 
revised the diagnostic, preventive, 
pathologic, physio-chemical, and en- 
dodontic sections. 

As this is a book designed especially 
for dental students, much stresss is 
placed on rock-bottom, basic facts. The 
authors postulate that the operative 
dentist always faces the problem of the 
condition of the pulp of the tooth 
worked on. Therefore, pulp therapy 
must be a part of operative dentistry. 
With this in mind the last chapter, 
of 61 pages, is given over to a very 
sensible description of diseases of the 
dental pulp and their treatment. 

Everything you would expect in an 
operative text is between these covers; 
the various parts are in good sequence, 
too. For the beginner there is a de- 
scription of instruments, how to keep 
them sharp, how they are used, proper 
chair and operating positions and even 
layouts for ideal offices. 

A chapter is devoted to the role of 
the dental assistant in operative den- 
tistry; it shows many _bracket-table 
set-ups of instruments for different 
operations. ‘There is also a section on 
the rubber dam with copious illustra- 
tions. 

As would be expected much space is 
given to cavity preparation—about 60 
pages. Then, each of the materials, 
from cements through amalgams, gold 
foil, the cast gold inlay and the porce- 
lain and acrylic inlays, is taken up and 
extensively explained. 

We were particularly interested to 


see how some of the newer filling ma- 
terials would be handled. Chapter 23 
is devoted to the subject of the porce- 
lain inlay and the acrylic inlay. The 
rather new subject of the acrylic inlay 
is handled rather well. The same chap- 
ter contains a short article on the new 
self-curing plastics used in tooth res- 
toration. The authors take the sensible 
stand that this material is still in the 
experimental stage. 

For cast gold inlays the vacuum in- 
vesting method of Dr. George M. Hol- 
lenbeck is advocated. His complete 
technic is given, with illustrations of 
the necessary equipment. A_ rather 
sparse description is given of the use 
of hydrocolloid impression material 
for indirect inlays, considering the 
present popularity of this method. 
Perhaps for dental students what is 
given is enough. 

Each chapter contains a very ade- 
quate bibliography on the material 
covered by the chapter. This is a won- 
derful help to both teacher and stu- 
dent. In the case of the dental prac- 
titioner, interested in further reading, 
it will be exceedingly helpful. 

The authors have defined operative 
dentistry as “the science and art of the 
diagnosis, prevention and treatment of 
diseases of the enamel and dentin of 
the human tooth, including such path- 
ologic disturbances as ‘dental caries, 
erosion, hypoplasia (including age- 
nesia), abrasion, and minor fractures. 
The operations involved have as their 
objectives the prevention or destruc- 
tion of the pathologic processes con- 
cerned, the restoration of normal ana- 
tomic form and function, and the 
maintenance or improvement of es- 
thetic appearance.” 

Anyone interested in reading, with- 
in the confines of this definition, or 
reviewing, in the case of the practi- 
tionex, cannot do it better than in this 
particular book; .it covers its field very 
conclusively.

Anesthesia In Dental Surgery. By 
Sterling V. Mead, D.D.S., M.S.. B.S..

The second edition of this book has 
been rewritten and brought up to date 
and much material added, especially 
chapters on selection of anesthesia, 
anesthesia and analgesia for various 
dental operations, research and teach. 
ing of anesthesia, balanced anesthesia, 
physiology in relation to anesthesia, 
intra-venous anesthesia, inhalation an- 
esthesia, pre-medication, unfavorable 
reactions, complications and_ resusci- 
tation, 

It is a well printed book containing 
648 pages with 212 illustrations and is 
nicely indexed. 

The text is divided into three parts. 
The first part deals with the selection 
of anesthesia, anesthesia and analgesia 
for different dental operative proce- 
dures, and a chapter devoted to the 
teaching and research of general anes- 
thesia. 

Part two is devoted to the history 
of local anesthesia, an extensive review 
of the anatomy of the head and neck, 
the different types of local anesthetic 
solutions and methods of their use, 
pre-operative preparation, post-oper- 
ative care and complications and acci- 
dents in the use of local anesthesia. 

Part three deals with the history of 
general anesthesia, the different agents 
used to induce general anesthesia, pre- 
operative preparation and _ medica- 
tion, unfavorable reactions and com- 
plications, emergency measures, resus- 
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citation and post-operative care. 

The author has had many years of 
active practice, wide clinical experi- 
ence with various types of anesthetic 
agents and makes no claim of origi- 
nality. Anesthesia as known today is 
the work of all those qualified to be 
known as authorities. 

This book should be most helpful 
to the dental student, undergraduate 
and post-graduate, and especially the 
dentist who devotes a great amount of 
time to the use of local and general 
anesthesia.

Oral Physiology. By John T. O’Rourke, 
D.D.S.; edited by LeRoy M. S.

This book, Oral Physiology was con- 
ceived and partially written by the 
late Dean O’Rourke before his un- 
timely death. It was completed and 
arranged by Dr. Miner. It meets a 
need the importance of which is more 
fully appreciated after reading the 
book. This reviewer was amazed at the 
vast amount of information available 
in an exceedingly palpable form, as 
it was presented in this volume. Rath- 
er than being just another rehash of 
literature and of other texts, the re- 
freshing new approach is stimulating. 
From the viewpoint of a teacher, it 
presents much fresh material which 
I will borrow to good advantage, The 
biblographic references are excellent, 
for those who want more detailed in- 
formation. The student will find it 








useful because many facets of basic 
science are assembled coherently. The 
practitioner will have a new apprecia- 
tion of his chosen profession because 
the book is a great testimonial to the 
importance of the oral functions to 
the general welfare of the human 
body. 

There are fourteen chapters which 
deal with such topics as the chief func- 
tion of the mouth (Chap. 2), mastica- 
tion, normal and abnormal (Chap. 3, 
4, 5, 6, 8, 11, and 12), taste, smell and 
other sensations (Chap. 7), geriatric 
implications (Chap. 9) and diet and 
nutritional aspects (Chaps. 13 and 14). 

If it seems to the casual reader of 
this review that mastication seems to 
occupy the featured spot in the book, 
let me remind him that after all, the 
physiology of the oral environment is 
very much concerned with mastication, 
its consequences and implications, to 
the health and welfare of the individ- 
ual to whom this cavern, which den- 
tists claim as their field of endeavor, 
is physiologically as well as anatom- 
ically attached. 

I will read this book again and 
again. If you do not, I will have a 
much better and broader understand- 
ing of Oral Physiology than you will.

This book, although it is’ quite 
small, having 148 pages, must almost 
be considered as seven separate books 
written by five authors. It is edited 
by Bernard G. Sarnat, whose name 
appears on the cover and on the sec- 
ond fly-leaf, and apparently also by 
Edward J. Ryan, whose name appears 
as editor on the first fly-leaf. 

The publication is an outgrowth 
of lectures given by the five authors 
in a postgraduate course during April 
and May of 1949, at the University of 
Illinois, College of Dentistry. It is 
quite modern in design and is well 
printed. The publisher has used 11 
point type set on a 13 point slug which 
gives adequate white space between 
the lines, and makes for good read- 
ability. 

As_might be expected in a_ book 
with this many separate authors, there 
is quite a bit of repetition. This is 
especially true in the presentation of 
the normal anatomy, For example, in 
Chapter I, called “Functional Anat- 
omy of the Temporomandibular 
Joint,” Harry Sicher gives a beautiful 
description of the anatomy; it in- 
cludes the temporomandibular joint 
proper with its articulating bodies, 
capsules and ligaments and also the 
muscles of the mandible; there are fine 
photographs of nicely dissected ana- 
tomic specimens for which Dr. Sicher 
is justly famous. In this section he has 
drawn heavily for his descriptions on 
his book Oral Anatomy, which is quite 
natural. He also gives a physiologic 
or functional analysis of the joint. 
Apparently, being an excellent anato- 
mist, this is his assignment in this 
series. However, in turn, Brodie, 
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Thompson and Zimmerman, three of 
the other authors, in their chapters 
on other subjects, repeat much of the 
normal anatomy. 

Chapter II is written by Weinmann 
and Sicher on the “Histophysiology of 
the ‘Temporomandibular Joint.” They 
make fine partners in the histology 
business, and much of the work which 
they did together previously at Loyola 
is evidenced here. 

Allan G. Brodie has written Chapter 
III, “Contribution of the Mandibular 
Condyle to the Growth of the Face.” 
This growth study is his special field, 
and he treats it from the particular 
point of view of the orthodontist. Ser- 
ial cephalometric roentgenography, ad- 
vocated by Broadbent, is talked about, 
and a number of the tracings of cra- 
nial measurement x-rays are used. We 
would think that a short description 
of the method of taking such x-rays 
would have been very enlightening in 
this chapter. 

Again in Chapter IV Weinmann 
and Sicher team up to present “Path- 
ology of the ‘Temporomandibular 
Joint.” Covered here are the condi- 
tions brought about by vitamin defici- 
encies, hyperpituitarism, hypothyroid- 
ism, influence of estrogren and arth- 
ritis. 

Chapter V is by Zimmerman, a fine 
anatomist; the title is “An Evaluation 
of Costen’s Syndrome from an Ana- 
tomic Point of View.” He shows sev- 
eral photographs of specimens and a 
number of excellent drawings to illus- 
trate his points. Again, as mentioned, 
he restates much of the normal anat- 
omy of the point. If for no other rea- 
son, this book might well be read by 
any dentist for its refutation of much 
of Costen’s syndrome as presented by 
Costen and espoused by many con- 
temporary writers. Along with other 
points of the Costen syndrome, Zim- 
merman definitely refutes the possibil- 
ity of compression of the Eustachian 
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tube in marked overbite cases. In his 
conclusions he says: “It is evident from 
an anatomic and functional point of 
view there is only one group of symp- 
toms in Costen’s syndrome of mandib- 
ular overclosure that has a basis of 
acceptable facts: trigeminal and occi- 
pital neuralgias. All other symptoms 
are highly questionable. ‘The syndrome 
as such should be abandoned.” 


“Diagnosis of Some Abnormal Tem- 
poromandibular Joint Conditions” is 
the title of Chapter VI written by Al- 
lan G. Brodie. This chapter has to do 
with the establishment and mainten- 
ance of the position of the mandible, 
normal movements of the mandible 
and a recital of several clinical diag- 
nostic procedures such as watching the 
midline in opening and closing, listen- 
ing to the joint with a stethoscope and 
x-ray examination. 

The last chapter, number VII, titled 
“Temporomandibular Disorders: Diag- 
nosis and Dental Treatment,” is by 
John R. Thompson. The chapter 
might be said to have five divisions 
as follows: ‘The Masticatory System; 
Mandibular Position; Functional 
Movements of the Mandible; Func- 
tional Analysis of Malocclusion; and 
Case Reports with Diagnosis and 
‘Treatment, 

For many dentists, this last chapter 
will have much practical significance. 
The one question which enters the 
mind is, “How does this chapter jibe 
with Chapter V, the one in which Zine 
merman refutes most of the symptom 
complex known as Costen’s syndrome?” 
Thompson does not mention Costen, 
but we still ask the question. 

By themselves, each of the divisions 
of this little book seems excellent. But, 
as a symposium it is our humble opin- 
ion that more correlation would have 
helped from the reader’s standpoint. 
The whole book strikes us-very much 
like an outsize, double-breasted suit 
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on a very skinny man—lots of overlap. 

For a world of disjointed informa- 
tion about the temporomandibular 
joint, if you will excuse the pun, this 
book is excellent. Probably each of 
these authors, in his own special way, 
knows as much about his own precise 
field as anyone else in the business. As 
a reader, our trouble was in correlat- 
ing the whole thing—but then maybe 
that was not the intent of the editors.

The seventeenth annual edition of 
Accepted Dental Remedies is current- 
ly off the press and available to the 
profession. 

This book presents an up-to-date 
evaluation of the safety, effectiveness 
and dosage of hundreds of commercial 
preparations. A very good preview of 
which may be obtained by noting the 
following classifications: 1) Analgesics, 
Sedatives and Hyponotics; 2) Anes- 
thetics; 3) Antiseptics; 4) Antibiotics; 
5) Agents and methods of sterilization 
and disinfection of Dental  Instru- 
ments: 6) Astrigents, Styptics, Hemo- 
statics and Vasoconstrictors; 7) Central 
Nervous Stimulants; 8) Dentifrices; 9) 
Fluorine Compounds; 10) Mechanical 
Aids; 11) Miscellaneous Preparations; 
12) Mouth Washes; 13) Nutritive Fac- 
tors; 14) Zinc oxide preparations; plus 
tables and various indices, Special fea- 





tures of this edition include the dis- 
cussion of prescription writing, anti- 
biotics, and disinfection of dental in- 
struments. 

The discussion of prescription writ- 
ing reviews briefly the basic principles 
involved, and the methods to be em- 
ployed in prescribing various drugs, 
including’ narcotics. 

The use of antibiotics has become 
a very important part of Dental ther- 
apeutics. This 1952 edition lists all’ 
of the accepted drugs in this class, with 
a detailed discussion of their origins, 
properties, dosage and special adoption 
to the treatment of diseases of the 
mouth and related structures. 

Disinfection of dental instruments 
and materials has always been an im- 
portant part of preventive dentistry. 
With this in mind a chapter has been 
devoted to the methods and agents in 
order of their preference, with com- 
parisons and reasons for such prefer- 
ence.

Nitrous Oxide-Oxygen Anesthesia. By

The author of this book, F. W. 
Clement, has the background and the 
rare ability to put into writing the 
experience of his many years as a 
specialist in anesthesia. He _ brings 
forth an easy reading text which cov- 
ers the field of nitrous oxide anes- 
thesia in a thorough yet concise man- 
ner. 

* The book is divided into six parts 
which are reviewed briefly here. 

Part I—General considerations, dis- 
cusses the properties and manufacture 
of gases, followed by a short history 
and the theories of anesthesia, con- 
cluding with an excellent method for 
charting and classifying patients. 

Part I]—Deals with the administra- 
tion of nitrous oxide anesthesia. 





Part 111—Special techniques, gives the 
various methods employed in_ those 
cases requiring special care. 

Part IV—Summary of nitrous oxide 
anesthesia, gives the advantages and 
disadvantages of nitrous oxide and a 
comparison with other gases anes- 
thetics. 

Part V—Dental anesthesia analagesia. 
This is an excellent chapter which is 
of special interest to the dental stu- 
dent, the intern and the practitioner. 
It begins with the selection of the 
anesthetic agent and righly states that, 
whenever possible, the more extensive 
procedure, and the extent to which 
cases should be considered hospital 
the dentist will operate when giving 
general anesthesia in his office will be 
determined by his training, the avail- 
ability of the anesthetic and the im- 
mediate recovery facilities. 


The author continues with the 
evaluation of the patient and_ has 
divided them into three classes of 





risks: normal, resistant and subnormal, 
and gives a selective method for the 
handling of each of these. Prepara- 
tion of the patient and the technique 
of administration and resuscitation as 
outlined are methods which are norm- 
ally used in office and hospital pro- 
cedures. 

The chapter is concluded with a 
bit of philosophy which deals with the 
training of men who would become 
proficent in the use of general anes- 
thesia. The author is correct when he 
states that nitrous oxide is not to be 
used by a poorly trained operator and 
that the average dentist who wishes to 
use nitrous oxide in his office finds 
himself in a quandary. The author 
feels that the cause of this improper 
training is due to the lack of trained 
personnel on the faculties of many of 
the dental schools, and the type of 
curriculum that is presented. A 
lengthly quotation *1 appears which 
attempts to give a solution to this 
problem: in that quotation it is ad- 
vocated that local anesthesia and gen- 
eral anesthesia should be combined 
in the dental school curriculum and 
should be taught by the same _ in- 
structor. The reviewer does not be- 
lieve that this is logical, as many of 
the anesthetists that he knows show 
a decisive inability to give local or 
regional anesthesia. However, with a 
few minor differences in opinion, the 
solution is correct in its content and 
following its pattern the status of 
dental anesthesia would be improved. 
Part VI—Some physical factors in the 
administration of gaseous anesthetics, 
written by E. I. McKesson. 

This book is not to be used as the 
basis for a short, self taught lesson in 
the use of the gas machine, but when 
used as a text is excellent.

The first article published was “Resources of Dental Profession Made Avail- 
able to Country for War Needs.” The only strictly professional treatises in this 
issue were three quite complete papers presented as a symposium at our last 
meeting in Peoria. The subject was ““The Impacted Mandibular Third Molar.” 
The essayists were Frederick W. Merrifield, George C. Pike, and Louis W. 
Schultz. 


Next was published a complete list of contributors as of December 1900 to 
the 1941 Dental Relief Fund. Then followed the 1941 Membership totals, 
showing an increase of 92 members over 1940. Also a fine preview of the “An- 
nual Midwinter Meeting to Be Held in Chicago on February 23-26” was 
published. 

Editorials were: (a.) “The First Weeks,” referring to our recent entry into 
the war and the part our profession must play; (b.) “Membership,” calling 
attention to our growth over last year; (c.) “Midwinter Meeting,” urging 
attendance; (d.) “Plastics,” a plea for conservatism in their dental use; (e.) 
“Suggestion for May” made light of opponents of the contemplated raise in 
dues; (f.) “Report of Progress” concerned the A.D. A. Relief Fund contribu- 
tions, and (g.) “Year of Grace,” asking for tolerance of the Editor’s efforts.

Now for another reminder—and headache—the opening article was ‘Prepar- 
ation of Dentists’ Income Tax Return,” by Samuel R. Lewis. “Fifteen Com- 
ponents Exceed 1940 Contributions,” an article in which Dr. Florence Lilly 
noted that the increase of contributing members was greater than the increase 
of new members—a most encouraging note.

“The Rehabitilitation 
Program” related the necessity of caring for military rejections and prevention 
of same; (3.) “Another Episode” told of the efforts made by the Procurement 
and Assignment Services to care for professional service in the armed services 
and at home as well.

forms. Physicians, dentists, and ocu- 
lists, particularly in this program, will 
please request a supply of these revised 
forms by telephoning ANdover 3-1625. 
Most other vendors will submit their 
bills in duplicate on their own state- 
ments or letterheads. 

May I repeat that the new payment 
plan becomes effective with services 
and supplies received on and after Jan- 
uary 1, 1952. Until that time the 
present billing and payment procedure 
remains unchanged. 

If you are not familiar with the 
medical program for public assistance
